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Jedburgh Abbey was founded by David I. early in the 
12th century and raised to the rank of an Abbey in 1147. It 
is one of the finest and most complete buildings of its 
class in the country. It was here that the figure of Death 
appeared to Alexander III. on the night after his wedding 
to warn him of his approaching end.
